Calgary, May 18,—Although the di- 
rectors of the Calgary Petroleum Pro- 


ducts company have not yet fully de- 
elded on the course they will pursue at 
the discovery well, A. J, Sayle, presi- 
dent of the company, says that it is 
probable drilling operations will be 
commenced again in a short time so 
that the well may be sunk further in 


the oi) bearing sands, The drillers 


| have just broken into the oil stratum, 
the drill having gone only a few feet 
into the formation from which the oil 


is coming. But it 1s possible that the 
oil sands may be 200 feet or so deep, 
and in this case it would be advisable 
to sink the well a few fect more at 
least. 

It is possible that fresh develop- 
ments may take place within a day or 
so and the directors wish to have the 
situation well sized up before they 
take further action, 

In the meantime the work of baling 
oll out of the well will be continued. 
Fresh tanks will be secured if need be, 
and the oil will be taken charge of by 
0, 8. Chapin, 

To drill through the oll it will be 
necessary to replace the rope cable 
with a steel one, but Managing Direc- 
tor Dingman anticipates a strike of 
oll and already has the steel cable 
at the well. 
~ When the directors come to a deci- 
sion, this steel cable will be put into 
place and the drill will be worked 
slowly and carefully. Only a few feet 
a day will be drilled since the utmost 
care not to strike water will have to 
be exercised. If water were struck 
now it would be a serious matter, as 
the pressure of gas underneath, of 
course, would force this water up jin 
the hole and the company would have 
to go to considerable expense to clear 
the hole out and drain this water 
away. 

In Calgary the excitement over the 
o!l strike js unabated today, Shares 
In the different companies are at a 
premium, end these which have not 
withdrawn their stock from the mar- 
ket are doing a rushing’ business. 
There has also been some speculation 
in leases and one or two choice sec- 
tions haye already changed hands at 
a considerable figure. 

Reveral companies withdrew their 
stock from the market when the news 
of the strike reached the ctly. But 
this only made business more brisk at 
the offices of the companies where 
stock was on the market. 

Calgary, May 18.—Twice yesterday 
the Dingman well became temporarily 
a gusher, The first rush of oil oc- 
curred about noon, while the second 
expulsion took place three hours later. 
In each instance the phenomena lasted 
for about a minute. The drill house 
was filled with spectators on both oc- 
casions, who were’drenched with the 
fluid. Alderman Frost was present 
when the first rush of ofl out of the 
mouth of the well took place, and was 
one of those who recelved an oily bap- 
tism, The ofl in the well has now 
risen to a depth of 2,200 feet, and only 
baling keeps it from coming higher. 
The flow of gas has also become 
heavier, Four thousand people visited 
the well yesterday, and the road be- 
tween the city and the scene of the 
oll discovery was lined with automo- 
biles. Several accldents took place, 
but no one was seriously Injured. 

Current opinion among oll men ts 
that with a little more drilling the 
flow at the Dingman well would be 
increased very materially, as the drill 
has not penetrated the oil bearing 
sands to any great extent. 

The drill in the Monarch company's 
well tapped a body of wet gas ata 
depth of 633 feet Saturday afternoon, 
which increased in volume yesterday. 
The McDougall-Segur drill has en- 
tered a formation not unlike that en- 
countered in the Dingman well a 
month ago, It is a dark, heavy sub- 
stance, 

Calgary, May 18.—The trading in oil 
on Saturday was furious. The Herron- 
Elder, which property adjoins that of 
the Dingman well, took in over $100,- 
000 during the day in small amounts. 
The crowd was so great that a dozen 
policemen were detailed to keep order. 
Some of the low-priced companies had 
their entire issues of stock subscribed 
for during the day. The trading con- 
tinued till two o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing. Dingman stock jumped from $15 
to prices ranging around $175, and 
some small blocks were sold around 
$200. New brokerage offices opened 
up every hour. The scenes enacted 
were much wilder than those occurring 
during the real estate boom of two 
years ago,

Whereas, the Winnipeg hoard of 
trade petitioned the government of 
Canada, under date of Noy. 14, 1911, 
to, by legislation, lay down the prin- 
ciple that rates charged by railways 
in western Canada should not exceed 
those charged in eastern Canada for 


similar service, to a greater extent 
than necessary to cover additional 
cost of perJurming the service, if any, 


in western Canada; and 

Whereas, the government of Canada 
cauesd an investigation to be made 
hy the board of railway commission- 
ers into the rates charged by railways 
for the carriage of freight in western 
Canada; and 

Whereas, the board of railway com- 
missioners has held repeated nearings, 
taken voluminous evidence from the 
many interests involved, and, after 
consideration thereof, has given its 
decision; and 

Whereas, by its 
April 6, 1914, the board of railway 
commissioners has declined to grant 
western Canada that equality of treat- 
ment with eastern Canada in the mat-

ter of freight rates which has been 
advocated by the Winnipeg board of 
trade for many years past, but has 


simply ordered réductions in certain 
rates; and 

Whereas, the board of railway com- 
missioners in its said judgment holds 
that the railway act permits discrim- 
ination between jJocalities under cer- 
tain conditons; 

Therefore be it resolved that while 
the Winnipeg board of trade welcomes 
the reductions ordered by the board of 
railway commissioners which slightly 
lessen the disparity between freight 
rates charged in castern and western 
Canada, this board emphatically pro- 
tests against the discrimination which 
Kull remains between rates ordered by 
the commissioners for the cariage of 
freight in western Canada and the 
rates charged for similar service in 
eastern Canada; and 

Be it further resolved that the Win- 


nipeg board of trade reiterates the 
position it has always taken, viz, that 


no basis of freight rates will be fair, 
just and equitable to the people of 
western Canada which permits of 
higher rates being charged for the 
carriage of freight in western Canada 
than is charged for like service in 
eastern Canada (except In so far 
as cost of performing the service may 
be greater), and this board respect- 
fully urges the government of Canada 
to effect such a change on the Railway 
act, when the present contemplated 
revision of the act is made, as will 
embody the principle of equality which 
this board has ulways advocated and 
maintained, 

Mr. Fisher said today that if the 
railwal commission would accede to 
the request of the Winnipeg board of 
trade that “it would put the west out 
of business,” as some of the rates of 
commodities which form the bulk of 
western traffic, such as wheat and 
cattle, are now very much lower than 
the ratee on the same commodities in 
the east. 

“If we had the same rates on wheat,” 
he stated, “as they have in the east, our 
farmers would get about 80 cents a 
bushel at their nearest stations.” 

When tnformed that the Winnipeg 
board had passed the resolution unani- 
mously and that the railway had ad- 
mitted that It cost less to build and 
maintain railways in the west than the 
east, Mr, Fisher stated that he thought 
almost any board In the country would 
also pass such a resolution unanimously 
but It might not, at the same time, be 
in their best Interests. He also stated 
that the commission had taken 150 
pages to explain why different basis 
was adopted In determining eastern 
and western freight rates, 

“If the rates in the west were the 
minimum that the OC, BP. R. could 
stand,” he added, “the two new roads 
would become bankrupt.” 

“Doesn't that mean that the C. P. R. 
is making abnormal profits as long as 
the rates are high enough to make 
any profits for the other two?” 

“Well, it may, and 1 believe the whole 
thing will probably be nearer the 
time when the government will operate 
the railways. The government has 
already more than pald for the roads. 
A litUle item recently published seems 
to fit into the situation exactly, It 
read as follows:

aK The hudson's Bay Comp 
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CALGARY OIL STRIKE 
MEANS MUCH TO ALBERTA. 

While nothing but extensive development and the actual pump- 
ing of a number of wells can be depended upon to ultimately prove 
the commercial value of the Okotoks-Calgary oil field, the discovery 
of oil as reported in the Dingman well cannot fail to give a tremendu- 
ous impetus to the prospecting and development of the oil possibili- 
lies of this province, 

To residents of Alberta, the great majority of whom have never 
had the experience of an oil frenzy, the full import of the discovery 
will scarcely be realized at first, nor will it be clearly understood what 
possibilities follow upon the discovery of an oil field of considerable 
extent. In the creation of new and sudden wealth, however, oil has 
gold mining looking like a prosaic and staid industry. The value and 
extent of its production at the present time, and the variety of its uses 
is such as to stagger the imagination. It has made more millionaires 
in recent years than copper, iron and wheat, it has revolutionized the 
merchant and naval marine of the world, has made the flying machine 
possible and has given the world the greatest modern vehicle, the 
automobile. It has caused wars and unhinged governments, the 
struggle in Mexico today being very largely an oil war Search for it 
has sent experts, geologists and explorers into every latitude of the 
globe. Strategists in the national capitals and the chancellories of 
Europe recognize it as the key to-supremacy upon the seas. Britain 
alone has spent millions in search of an ofl supply with which to fire 
her navies, invading the wilds of Africa and Asia, sending agents to 
Egypt, Columbia, Nicaragua, Sumatra, Soudan and every other coun- 
try where there was the remotest prospect of opening up a new field. 
In fact, the greatest problem that faces the British admiralty today 
mity be said to be the question of where to get oil under the British 
tlag in sufficient quantities and in a region sufficiently fringed about 
by breadth of territory to be secure from attack. 

’ Those familiar with the geology of Alberta have long believed 
that in this country such a supply would be found. But there was al- 
ways the difficulty of interesting capital in the rather remote possi- 
bility that the hole to be sunk would be in the place where the oil was. 
Nature’s riddle spread the possibility over too much territory, and to 
sink money upon a guess which had a hundred chances of being 
wrong to one of being right was altogether too much of a venture for 
those who prefer to see their money going into something with a cer- 
iain finish, But Calgary people have taken the venture and, so far 
as the indications can be counted upon, they have won. 

Should the result of the Calgary venture turn out as rosily as 
appearances indicate, there will have been added to the province of 
Alberta a new resource worth untold millions, | Statistics, in such 
matiers, are scarcely descriptive of the possibilities, but it is worthy 
of note that in the state of California alone, at the commencement of 
this year, there was reported to be on hand no less than two hundred 
iniUions of dollars worth of oil. Every gusher is a spigot pouring out 
the richness of the earth into the country‘s bank account. Individuals 
and companies may win or lose, according to the freaks of fortune, 
and the soundness of the judgment of the operators. But the country, 
as a whole, is the richer by just that much value in oil, Consequently 
the frenzy, which follows every discovery, to participate in this new 
bounty of nature; to take the gamble in the hope of becoming one of 
the favored ones who reap the harvest of the depths of earth, Al- 
ready the frenzy has set in in Calgary, and the strange scenes of a 
community gone mad in the glamor of new possibilities of easy wealth 
are quite likely to be in evidence in the immediate future, In con- 
sidering all these, however, the balanced members of the community 
will no doubt remember that guessing where the anti-cline may be 
located two or three thousand feet under the surface of the earth is 
by no means a sure thing, nor is it less of a gamble to know whether 
ilie oil is there even if the proper formation has been deliminated by 
previous drillers, So that all who have not the money to spare will 
be well advised to keep in their pockets the coin they may require for 
bread and butter. They might venture it and eat cake; and they 
might finish with nothing to eat. But whether the little fellows 
venture or not, the main desideratum jwill undoubtedly be brought 
about if the Calgary strike lives up to anticipation. Alberta will be 
prospected, from the international boundary to the northermost limit 
and beyond.

The first Independent government in 
Mexico was the empire’ set up by 
Augustin de Iturbtde, who proclaimed 
himself emperor 92 years ago today, 
May 18, 1822, and was crowned the 
following July, assuming the title of 
Augustin I, Iturbide was the com- 
mander of the army which drove out 
the Spaniards, Under the plan of 
Iguala, to which Iturbide assented, 
Mexico was to be an Independent 
kingdom ruled by one of the Spanish 
Bourbon princes. The crown was of- 
fered to Ferdinand VII. of Spain, but 
he refused, and the victorious general 
then set up his empire. It tneluded 
not only the Mexico of today, but the 
greater part of what are now the 
southwestern States of the United 
States, and also the Central American 
States, Of the latter Salvador re- 
| fused to submit to the imperial rule 
jand proclaimed its annexation to the 
| United States, but this proclamation 
| Was not put Into effect. Iturbide was 
soon driven from the throne, and the 
republic was instituted... The em- 
| peror was given a pension of $25,000 
|and ordered to live In Italy. He re- 


turned te Mexico in 1824, and was exe- 


cuted as a “public enemy”,

Josephus Daniels, Editor of 
Uncle Sam's Navy, 52 Today. 

The Hon. Josephus Daniels, secretary 
of Uncle Sam's navy at Washington 


and editor of the News and Observer Even Chronic Bedridden Cases 


at Raleigh, N.C., will receive the con- 


gratulations of his cabinet colleagues 
today, the happy occasion belng the 
fifty-second anniversary of the birth 
of the great editor, statesman and tar 
at Washington, N. C. Mr. Daniels is 
popularly known in Washington as 
“managing editor of the navy,” and it 
must be admitted that he has accom- 
plished quite a lot of editing since that 
March day in 1918 when, armed with 
his trusty blue pencil, he took charge 
of the navy portfolio. One of the first 
things he did was to draw a blue mark 
across the words “starboard" and 
“port,” and in the margin substitute 
therefore the words “right” and “left.” 
Olid tars held up their hands in horror 
at this innovation, but In practice 1t 
has worked well. Even greater con- 
sternation was enacted in naval circles 
throughout the watery world when Mr, 
Daniels, with one fell stroke of his blue 
pencil, erased alcoholic beverages from 
the list of refreshments supplied to of- 
ficers on war vessels, 

Mr. Daniels has admitted that there is 
a great similarity between his past and 
present jobs, since it is the chlef duty 
of both a managing editor and a secre- 
tary of the navy “to know where hell 
will break loose next and have a man 
on the spot.""” The Hon, Josephus prov- 
ed that he was a mighty good prophet 
When he had “a man on the spot” at 
Vera Cruz. 

While Secretary Daniels 1s as patriotic 
as the next man, he is impatient of that 
prevalent brand of patriotism which 
the English call “swank.” Of this 
boastful attitude Mr. Daniels recently 
sald: ‘Let us have done once and for- 
ever with the silly boastings of the 
stripling that we are able to Hck any 
nation on earth,” The North Carolina 
statesman has been more successful 
than most of his predecessors in elim- 
inating hazing from Annapolls. “Your 
hazer," In the opinion of Mr, Dantels, 
is essentially a bully, and must neces- 
sarily haye a streak of innate cruelty. 
The United States navy has no place 
for youths of this kind.” 

Josephus Daniels spent his youth in 
Wilson, N. C., where he was educated 
at the Wilson collegiate Institute, and 
whore, at the age of 18, he entered 
Journalism as editor of the Wilson Ad- 
vance. During that period he studied 
law went to Raleigh, the capital of his 
native state, to bevome editor of the 
State Chronicle, Two years later he 
was made state printer and shortly 
afterward he married Addie W. Bagley. 
Her father was Major W. H, Bagley, 
and two of her brothers entered the 
navy. One of them, Worth Bagley, en- 
sign in the navy, was killed in the 
Spanish-American war. Twenty years 
ago, after a brief experience as chief 
clerk in the department of the interior 
at Washington. Mr. Daniels consoli- 
dated the State Chronicle and the 
North Carolintan with “the News and 
Observer, and as editor of the merged 
journals, became the most command- 
{ng figure in North Carolina journal- 
ism. As an editor Mr, Daniels has al- 
ways been fearless in his denunclations 
of wrong, and on one occasion he was 
fined $2,000 for contempt of court and 
threatened with jail. Onan appeal Mr, 
Daniels was vindicated and the fine 
Was remitted, In 1908 and again tn 
1012, Mr, Daniels was in charge of the 
publicity department of the Democratic 
national campaign committees, The 
secretary of the navy, “seasick ex- 
officio,” as = Mr, Dooley says, Is a 
staunch advocate of peace, but he holde 
that peaco must be backed up with 
authority and means to enforce It.

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


15th Anniversary of Hague Congress 
To Be Observed Today as Peace Day. 


Fifteen years ago today, May 18, 
1899, the first International Peace Con- 
ference was opened at The Hague, and 
the anniversary of this epochal assem- 
blage will be celebrated as “Peace 
Day" in most of the countries of Eur- 
ope and America. Special exercises 
designed to influence the rising gen- 
eration against war and in favor of 
peace and arbitration will be held to- 
day in thousands of public schools. 

Since its establishment the Perman- 
ent Court of Arbitration at The Hague 
has been called up to decide disputes 
between the United States and Mexico, 


Venezuela and its creditor nations, 
France, Germany and Great Britain 


versus Japan, France and Germany, 
Great Britain and France, Norway and 
Sweden, the United States and Great 
Britain, the United States and Vene- 
zuela, Russia and Turkey, Italy and 
Peru, and France and Italy. Nearly 
all of these differences have been of 
a minor nature, and none of them, the 
Casablanca dispute between Germany 
and France possibly excepted, would 
have been likely to bring about war- 
fare, 

The historic gathering at The Hague 
was followed almost immediately by 
an appeal to the arbitrament of armas, 
when Britisher and Boer faced each 
other In a death struggle for the pos- 
session of South Africa. A few years 
later Japan and Russia engaged in a 
terrific conflict. Then Italy and : 


key clashed, Mexico was swept by tha 
flames of civil war, and the Balkans 
resounded to the roar of cannon.

The total credits voted for carrying 
on the wars amounted to $62,000,000, 

The requisitions for horses, supplies 
and other necessaries for carrying on 
the war cost about $30,000,000, 

The cost of munitions and trans- 
port amounted to another $30,000,000, 

The deficit in Bulgarian revenues 
owing to the war amounted to $10,- 
000,000, : 

The cost of taking strategic railways 
und other miscellaneous expenses are 
placed at $86,000,000, 

The territory which Bulgaria was 
forced to cede to Roumania as a re- 
sult of the war is valued at $300,000,- 
000, 

The payment of pensions to Incapa- 
citated soldiers will require, first and 
last, not less than $80,000,000, 

The total cost of Bulgaria's brief 
experience of “glorious warfare’ is 


3548,000,000, 

The loss, past, present and prospec- 
tive, owing to stoppage of Industry, 
destruction of property, the great re- 
duction of the working population, and 
a multitude of other causes incident 
to warfare, cannot be estimated, but 
{t will reach staggering proportions, 
and at least a century must pass be- 
fore the whole debt is wiped from tha 
slate.
